SEVENTY-SIX MEN KILLED. 


Explosion in La Rosita Mine, Near 
Sabinas, Mex, Worse Than at 
First Supposed.

MONTEREY (Mex.) Feb. 28.—A spe- 
cial dispatch from Musquiz, says: De- 
tails of the explosion in the La Rosita

Shute Makes Fast Time in Fifty 
and Hundred Dashes—Richardson 
Sets New Methodist Record in the 
High Jump and Vault—Streeter 
Wins Quarter in Good Time, 


The University of Southern Califor- 
nia easily Wefeated Polytechnic High 
School in à dual track and fleld meet 
yesterday afternoon on Bovard Field, 
the final score being 82 to 40 in favor 
of the Methodists. Decpite the dis- 
parity between the two teams, the 
races W sufficiently close to keep 
enthusiasm at @ high pitch, and the 
recerds made give evidence of faith- 
ful training since the last appearance 
of both teams. 

The fifty-yard dash, introductd for 
experiment, proved the most exciting 
contest of the meet. Ia the prelimi- 
nary beats, Thompson beat Griffith in 
5 seconds. Shute showed third, 
getting a bad start. In the second 
pheat Pierce showed his heels to Char- 
bonal and Brown, all of Polytechnic. 
Shute reached his stride in the decid- 
ing heat, winning the race fm the re- 
markable time of 5 3-5 seconds, with 
“Rip” Thompron second and Griftiths 


ng. 
Immediately after the speedy Shute 
galloped thro the hundred, fifteen 
feet ahead of Trotter, his closest com- 
petitor, and the three watches caught 
the time at 10 1-5 seconds. In the 
ae dash Shute won in A seconds 
Richardson set a new U.S.C. recon! 
in the high jump, clearing the bar at 
5 feet 9 1-4 inches, the previous mark, 
made by himself last year, being 5 
feet 9 inches. Charlie stretched him- 
self in the vault, making an exhibi- 
tion vault of 11 feet 4 inches. Richard- 
son again showed improvement in the 
shot-put, bettering any former per- 
formance with a mark of 39 feet 11 
faches, 

Lennox demonstrated supertority in 

the high sticks, clearing every hurdle 
in beautiful form, and, running in 
tennis shoes, woh the event in 17 1-5 
seconds. Lennox has not donned a 
suit for over a month, and will in all 
probability enter at least one hurdle 
race against the northerners next 
Saturday.

EXPROPRIATION. 


ERMANY DEALS 
WITH SUBJECTS. 


MEASURE FOR RULE OF THE 
POLES iS PASSED. 
Prussian House of Lords Ratifies 
the Expropriation Bill After Sharp 
Antagonism in the Highest Circles 
of the Empire—The Vote Shows Ir- 
regular Groupings. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

BERLIN, Feb. 2%.—Few legislative 
measures of recent years have excited 
such deep interest among the people 
as the Poligh expropriation bill, the 


| Principle of which was ratified in the 


Prussian Hoypse of Lords yesterday, 
nor has any measure produced such 
sharp antagonism in the highest circles 
of Germany. 

It was noticed yesterday in the 
House of Lords as a striking circum- 
stance that a number of persons hav- 
ing the closest relations with Emperor 
William voted against the government. 
These included Duke Ernst Gunther of 
Schieswig-Holstein, the Emperor's 
brother-in-law: Prince Zu Fuernsten- 
berg, who holds one of the highest po- 


duke Trachenberg. Prince Hatz- 
feldt, Chief of the Royal Cellars; Herr 
von Wedel-Piesdorff, who was at one 
time minister of the Royal House; Ad- 
miral von Hollman, ex-Minister of Ma- 
rine; Count Thiele-Winkler, one of 
His Majesty's favorites among the 
great industrial magnates of Germany, 
and Gen. Count Haeseler, who has 
been the recipient of many marks ef 
special favor from the Emperor. 

The vote yesterday showed irregular 
groupings. The strength of the oppo- 
sition was with the great aristocratic 
land holders, who rejected the princi- 
ple of expropriation because it might 
prove a dangerous precedent later 
should the Socialists come into power. 
One of the great landiords even ex- 
pressed apprehension lest the Radicals, 
if they ever secured the upper hand, 
would use the present bill as a war- 
rant for dispossessing the German 
owners of large estates. The Conserv- 
ative speakers yesterday taunted the 
government with passing a measure 
that can give satisfaction only to 
aristocrats, inasmuch as it is based on 
the socialistic principle of the suprom- 


acy of the state over the rights of pri- 


vate property. 

The measure now returns to the 
chamber, which is expected to accept 
the slight changes made by the House 
of Lords without encountering serious 
aiMeuity. 

“The German newspapers this morn- 
ing discuse at length the Polish ex- 
propriation. Surprise is expressed at 
the large government majority. the 
Lokal Anseiger saying that this means 
the enactment of a harsh and extraor- 
dinary measure. The Tageblatt de- 
clares that the bill is a double-edged 
weapon which may turn against the 
government.

They are scattered about 
the grounds and to lay out a building 
plan, symmetrical in every way, and 
vet preserve all of the trees, required 
much study. The plans, as now laid 
out, will require the removal of but one 
tree, less than twenty feet high. 
FINDS IPEAL CAMPUS. 

Mr. Hunt, in the course of his tour 
of investigation, found that the campus 
of the University of Virginia, laid out 
by Thomas Jefferson over a century 
ago, more nearly complics with the re- 
quirements of the ideal college campus 
than does any other in the country. 
The best of the newer colleges have 
been modeled upon its plan, a long.

Never before has such a great crop 
of oranges and temens gladdened the 
hearts of the citrus-fruit growers of 
Southern California, and although the 
prices in the eastern markets are at this 
time averaging less than for the phe- 
nomenal season of 1996-07, the total re- 
suits will, it is estimated, eclipse all 
furmer records. 

From every orange-growing district 
have come to Los Angeles the reports 
that the fruit is in splendid shape, 
that the car service is excellent, and 
that there is every prospect of a crop 
which will surpaas any ever shipped. 

The crisis for this orange season is 
practicaily over, and while in the Hast 
there has been abnormal weather, with 
cyclones, bilazards and unusual frost 
ard tnew, in Southern California the 
weather has been so equable that no 
damage to this valuable crop has been 
experienced, and the grow-’rs are con- 
graiuiating themselves that the dan- 
ger of a possible set-back ie now so 
shg@ht that the full measure of their 
crop is essured. 

With such an outlook, with the cer- 
tainty that approximately $40,000,000 
will flow in a golden stream from the 
Bast to the Golden State for its golden 
crop. the prospects for times in 
Southern California are fine. 

There have come new methods of 
handling and packing the crop which 
almost eliminates loss by decay. 

GREAT DEMAND. 

The orange markets of the East are 
abecrbing pearly 200 carloads of the 
lucious fruit each day at this time, 
aad since the opening of the season, 
November 1 last, including today, ap- 
proximately 10,000 carloads have been 
shipped to the frozen East. Of these 
about 1450 were lenfons. 

As each carioad averages 362 boxes 
of fruit, this would make a total of 
3,620,009 boxes of oranges and lemons 
already shipped from Southern Cali- 
fornia. For the season of 1906-07 the 
chimnents to this date were abort 
1406 carloads less than this vear, while 
for the season of 1905-06 the shipments 
were bout 290 carloads less.

“Shipments of oranges from South- 
ern California the present season have 
been some 1400 cars greater than they 
were the same date last year.

“Lemens also show a very large m- 
crease in shipments this season. as 
compared with last. Pxices on both 
oranges and lemons have been lower 
on the average than they were a year 
ago, but it must be remembered that 
last season prices were high. As coin- 
pared with all other articles of food. 
the decline in oranges and lemons has 
not been greater than would naturally 
be expected.

STRENGTHEN BANKS. _ 

The action of the clearinghouse banks of this 
city taken last Wednesday, by which they decline 
after September 1, 1908, to clear for any bank with 
less capital than $200,000, will affect a large number 
of the financial institutions of Los Angeles. 

There are more than forty banks in Los Angeles 
doing business under Federal or State charter. One- 
half of these are affected by this clearinghouse rule. 
Of course none are legally forced out of business, 
but they will find it impossible, or next door to that, 
to do business after September 1, unless they conform 
to the new rule. Savings banks, trust companies 
and all institutions not regular commercial banks 
with national or State charters are excluded from 
the direct privileges of the clearinghouse. But they 
have been allowed to clear through some friendly 
pank in the association to which all checks are sent 
just before clearing hour each day; and inability to 
clear checks would make it practically impossible to 
do business. 

The small banks will therefore be compelled to 
form combinations in some way, or to increase their 
capital stock. Of the twenty banks with less than 
the required capital at this time many would find 
jt difficult to increase their paid-up capital and with 
some it would be impossible. These may merge 
with some strong bank; or two or more of them may 
combine and thus meet requirements and go on with 
business: or they may liquidate and go out of ex- 
istence. 

The purpose of the clearinghouse is manifest. 


the number is to bring some of the weak ones into 
alliances which, while making for fewer banks, will 
make all banks stronger. A chain is as strong as its 
weakest link, and this is true of the chain of banks 
in any city which are linked together, whether the 
connection is formal and evident or not. The result 
will be to make the weakest link in the new chain 
800 per cent. stronger than in the old. If it lessens 
the number of banks by ten or a dozen the increased 
strength of the whole chain will be much greater. 

This may seem hard on the stockholders in the 
small banks. It ig surely a hardship on the officers. 
The stockholders will be better off in all cases where 
combinations are made creating a solid financial 
institution. If some banks cease to exist the stock- 
holders will get their money and may put it into the 
stock of a stronger bank. They may have fewer 
shares, but they will have more valid investments, 
) paying as large or larger revenues.

An event terrible enough to shake Great Brit- 
ain to its very foundations has just happened; the 
Ulster King of Arms has been “fired.” People who 
have been brought up under a republican form of 
government and who do not have to pay taxes to 
support kings of arms, heralds of arms and pursul- 
vants of arms cannot grasp the real and awful sic- 
It is something “without 
precedent” and, as Great Britain is governed by 
precedent, it can be imagined that this flying in the 
face of all previous occurrences has caused more 
than a flutter in the dovecots; to use the tremendous 
words of a London newspaper, it has set the whole 
country, particularly Ireland, agog.” Now fancy 
that! 

The still mysterious Dublin Castle robbery of 
State jewels belonging to the Order of St. Patrick 
was the cause of the sudden dismissal from office 
of the Ulster King of Arms. That gentleman thought 
he was bufficiently punished by losing his own crown 
and jeweled scepter; but the Irish gqvernment, feel- 
ing that he had not exercised due care in the custody 
of the jewels, added to his other decorations the | 
“order of the great bounce.” . 

When he had suffictently recovered from the shock 
the ex-officer availed himself of the inalienable 
privilege of all Britishers, “he took up his pen and 
wrote.” The linen wove scorched as he indited his 
fiery remarks. He asserted that it was little short 
of scandalous that the Irish government “should 
thus summarily, and with such indecent haste,” dis- 
miss bim after fifteen years’ “faithful service.” 

It appears that the government, fearing what 
scandal might be uncovered, had previously refused 
to hold a public inquiry into the robbery of the 
jewels. The investigation was private and practic- 
ally abortive. The now uncrowned Ulster King of 
Arms refers to these matters in impassioned “siz- 
Ming sentences. “The government,” he says, that 
denies to even the humblest subject that most ele- 
mentary right of a free people, namely, to meet his 
accusers in the light of day, strikes at the root of 
all freedom, and, if allowed to persist in its reckless 
course, will deprive us of those liberties which are 
supposed to be guaranteed to us by the constitu- 
tion.”

Duffy also was struck on 
the head, and, like Steele, he gradually lapsed in 
memory. His case was believed to be aphasia when 
he first went to the hospital for treatment on Oc- 
tober 27 last, He complained of severe pains in the 
head. Dr. Lindsey saw the man’s hands were twitch- 
ing. and, detecting a suspicious symptom, he said: 
“You were in a fight and somebody struck you on 
the head.“ 
“Thaj’s right,” replied Duffy. “I was attacked in 
the street a few nights ago and one of the thugs 
knocked me down with a sandbag. The blow was 
above my right ear, but the pains are all over my 
head.” 
Duffy became indignant when the doctors told him 
he must go to bed for treatment. He insisted that 
he never bothered about a headache, and would re- 
turn to work and forget it. The man went away 
against the urgent entreaty of the physicians, who 
said he was risking his life. 
“I don’t believe I am,” he persisted. “I’m not a 
kid, and I’m not going to lay down under a touch 
of headache, that's all.” 
Duffy went away, and two days afterward his 
mother led him to the hospital. Already he was 
beginning to lose his memory, and could not recol- 
lect who he was. Paralysis was attacking him in 
the arm and side. Symptoms of cerebral hemorrhage 
were found, and the man became the most interest- 
ing patient in the hospital. The surgeons were slow 
in their analysis, however, so as to be sure, and it 
was not until: yesterday morning that Dr. Lindsey 
became convinced only an operation would save the 
patient's life. 
The man had grown worse, until his memory and 
hearing were entirely gone.

While a Times reporter watched the 
crap table, the capper suddenly grabbed 
him by the arm and drew him to one 
side. His face shone with the light 
that shines in the faces of discoverers 
and explorers. 

“Say.” he said hurriedly, I have 
found a great scheme. If you have $5 
I can make a stake for us both out of 
this poker game inthe next room.

OUR LEMONS 
WHOLE THING. 


Boston Auctioneer of Fruit 
Says They Will Be. 


Sells Oranges Thirty Years, 


Sees First Grove. 


Notes Great Improvements in 
Handling of Crops. » 


“California lemons eventually may 
be the only variety sold in the eastern 
markets, declared Frank Moseley of 
Boston, probably the greatest auc- 
tioneer of fru in the world, who is 


“They keep woll and are preferred by 
most buyers. I do not wish to hurt 
the feelings of our friends in Sicily, 
for we still handle many lemons and 
limes from there, but the demand 
shows which way the wind blows.” 

As he sold $2,000,000 worth of citrus 
fruits last year, and grew up in the 
business from the time when practi- 
clally none was sold. Mr. Moseley cer- 
tainly ‘speaks by the card. 

“Last year,” he said, “undoubtedly 
was the best year we ever had in the 
citrus fruit business. Some of the 
shipments this year have been even 
heavier, and the report of sales for 
the vear will compare favorably with 
former years. I do not have statistics 
with me to show, but our sales agent, 
Mr. Burton, says the sales will be 
larger this year than last. California 
fruit is in excellent condition this year. 
The oranges are well colored and ad- 
vanced, and lemons better than in 
previous years. 

“The industrial conditions, have a 
strong bearing on the truit market. 
If workers have to economize, they 
will cut down the expenditure for fruit. 
But when we left Boston conditions 
were picking up considerably. Every 
one is looking forward to better con- 
ditions this spring, and we anticipate 
heavy sales.” 

HANDLING OUR FRUIT. 

Mr. Moseley, speaking of the auction 
system, said that In his houses the 
carloads of California fruits are un- 
loaded and assorted by boxes, the sev- 
eral grades being piled separately. 
Clerks daily go over the arrival list, 
making a catalogue. The perfect fruit 
is listed at a certain price, the trans- 
portation-injured fruit at another, the 
mechanically injured at another. Af- 
ter cataloguing there is a stock-market 
scene on the second floor. The big 
fruit dealers have their quotations and 
make their purchases, the auctioneers 
keeping record cf the sales. The fruit 


is inspected and carefully assorted and | 


placed on the market. These sales 
are conducted daily except Saturday, 
and sixteen or eighteen carloads are 
handied each day by his house. 

“By the way, in looking over cata- 
logues and papers a few days before 
Mrs. Moseley 
fornia,’ he said, I came across a cat- 
alogue of the first shipment of Call- 
fornia fruit ever sent Kast. The list in- 
cluded deciduous fruits, mostly plums 
and peaches, and the date I believe 
was July, 1887. At that time the fa- 
cilities for shipping fruits from Califor- 
nia were not adequate. The auction 
system of distribution was used. 

Mrs. Moseley and I stopped & few 
days in the Grand Cafion, then came 
on to Riverside for a few days. We 
visited the groves and were shown 
every courtesy. It may sound strange, 
but I’ve been handling oranges and 
lemons for the last thirty years and 
not until this visit have I seen the 
fruit growing, picked oranges and lem- 
ons, and seen them packed for ship- 
ping. The fruit I find at this time is 
well colored and finely flavoreé” 

Speaking of the manner of handling, 
the curing process and packing, Mr. 
Moseley said: 

“It seems to me the packing-houses 

are improving every year in their proc- 
esses. The lemons are better cured. 
They keep better and are in better con- 
dition when they reach us at Boston. 
Mr. Powell, pomologist for the gov- 
ernment, has done so much for Call- 
fornia citrus fruits. The attention paid 
to the shipping, refrigeration and m- 
spection has made thousands of dol- 
lars for the citrus-fruit grower. 
“I understand lemons are about 10 
per cent. of the citrus product of Cali- 
fornia. Of course, as the demand 
grows, more lemons must necessarily 
be grown. The cold weather in the 
Bast affects the business materially. 
We have so many Italians and Greeks, 
with push carts in Boston, and when 
the pavements are icy and snow-cov- 
ered they do not do any business to 
speak of. The larger dealers are in 
better shape then to handle the trade.” 
Mr. Moseley talked almost entirely 
on California’s interests in the east- 
ern distribution. His house deals in 
imported fruits to a certain extent, and 
handles Florida and Jamaica vroduets. 
but he says his concern, H. Harris & 
Co., expects more of California than 
of any other fruit-growing district. It 
is the distributor for the California 
Fruit Exchange, the California Citrus 
Union, and many other shippers.
